Indians Keep to Cabins in Winter 
The Sioux Indians who occupy the P 
r ervation located on the soutl 
wuith Dakota have mastered the

drops below zero. In late April or early May 
the Indians emerge from their huts, gaunt 
and hollow-eyed, many start 
again the round of the year and accumulate 
food to restore their bodies. While the Sioux 
have been sful in weathering the 
winters in the past there is grave concern 
felt this year. The drought has diminished 
the nominally short supply of food available 
and , pecial relief is provided, the 
period of hibernation will begin earlier this 
winter 

Some 8,000 Sioux live on the Pine Ridge 
reservation, It is near the Black Hills where 
President Coolidge spent a famous holiday 
The ladn is practically sterile. A few beans 
and potatoes raised and some corn 
These crops are stored along with dried 
horse meat from slaughtered plains ponies 
No cattle survive on the reservation 

Once a year the Sioux are able to make a 
little money. Over the border of the reserva 
tion and the State, the Nebraska farmers 
raise potatoes. The late crop, maturing in 
the autumn, furnishes employment to the 
Sioux—men, women, and children. Each day 
they go into the fields, following the potato 
digging machines. They pick up the roots 
and put them in Each eve 
ning the farmers come into the fields and pay 
the workers in silver money. With these 
meagre funds, 
of flour, sugar and coffee. These stores, with 
their corn, beans and potaotes constitute the 
larder 

The cabins are rudely built of cottonwood 
logs, the chinks stopped with mud. In each 
cabin is an iron stove and for fuel cottonwood 
scrub and logs are picked up along the 
streamsides during the cabin and a slow fire 
kept burning. The cabins usually have two 
rooms but some only one. Each cabin shel 
ters from six to a dozen Indians. Usually 
such a household consists of two aged Indians 
grandparents. Then there will be an Indian 
and his squaw and a varying number of 
little ones 

As the cold settles down over the treeless 
reservation and the winds begin to howl, 
snatching at the crazy stove pipe chimney, 
the door and the windows are packed with 
old rags. No one leaves the house for weeks 
at a time. Indian agents have noticed that 
for weeks after a snowfall, not a track has 
been made to or from the door of the Indian 
hut 

The food normally lasts until about the 
middle of February. Then the true hiberna 
tion begins. Indian agents have made inves- 
tigztions to determine precisely whats 
conditions obtained within the cabins. It is 
difficult to arouse the hibernating Indian 
but in the cases where it has been accom 
plished extraordinary conditions have been 
found. 

The fire in the stove only smoulders. The 
air is fetid for there is no ventilation save 
what creeps through the chinks and every 
effort is made to exclude this. Men, women 
and children are curled under blankets and 
mangy buffalo robes. They sleep practically 
all of the time, twenty to twenty-two hours 
a day. When it is necessary for them to move 
the utmost economy in motion is observed 
Experience and training and instinct have 
taught them now to conserve every ounce 
of strength they possess, for they know that 
their vitality must carry them through until 
spring. They almost never speak; too great 
an expenditure of strength is involved 

Emergencies have been noted in a few

BABSON SAYS SOME INDUSTRIES MAKING 
LARGER PROFITS DESPITE THE DEPRESSION 


Investors Should Study Earnings’ Results Under Current Adverse Conditions — Certain In. 
dustries Because of Inherent Nature Have Shown Greater Stability than Others 
Brilliant Management Has Overcome Seemingly Impossible Conditions 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, December 
12, 1930. In the midst of all the gloomy re 
ports on business, investors should not for- 
get that a very considerable number of 
companies are making larger profits this 
year than they did last. While the total net 
income of about 250 corporations in the first 
nine months of 1930 was approximately 28 
per cent below the same period in 1929, it is 
significant that at least 125 companies 
actually showed increases. The increases 
ranged anywhere from one per cent to eight 
hundred per cent. True, the stocks of these 
concerns have declined in sympathy with the 
general market, but except in cases where 
they were pushed absurdly high in 1929, the 
decline in such stocks has been far less 
pronounced than the market average. Com 
panies who are able to maintain, and even 
increase, their profits in these hard times 
ought to do splendidly when better times 
return. 

What are the reasons for the conspicuous 
success of certain corporations under these 
generally adverse conditions? What indus- 
tries are doing well while the majority are 
suffering? To what exyent is good manage 
ment responsible and to what extent is it a 
matter of specially favorable circumstances 
surrounding particular industries and com- 
panies? These questions cannot be answered 
categorically. Many complex factors have 
influenced the results. A broad survey of 
earnings in the different industries does, 
however, bring out twoimportant priciples: 
(1) That brilliantly capable management has 
in many cases successfully overcome seem 
ingly impossible conditions, and (2) that 
certain industries because of their inherent 
nature have shown far greater stability 
under depression than have others. 


Most Profitable Industries in 1930 

It is very apparent that some industries 
have been favored above others in the de- 
pression. Food products is a shining example. 
Ten out of twenty-one leading food and 
dairy products companies show earnings 
gains over last year averaging from one per 
cent to fifty per cent. There are several 
reasons for the success of the food companies. 
First, people must always have food regard- 
less of whether there is prosperity or depres- 
sion. Second, great improvements have been 
made in food manufacture, packaging and 
distribution methods in the past two years. 
Also raw materials have been lower owing to 
decline in farm prices and this has particu- 
larly helped the baking and cereal products 
industry. Great expansion in the ice-cream 


and beverage end of the busir has occured 


Consolidations and economies in the dairy 
products industry are contril ) success 
in this group. The new quick-freezing 
process for foods is a very promising devel 
opment. 

Electric light, power and companies 


are also oustanding for their achievements 
this year. Most of the large utility companies 
show gains in net income over 1929, The 
average increase has been about 8 per cent 
and individual gains have ranged from two 
per cent to sixty-five per cent. It is significant 
that gains in profits have been made often 
times in spite of moderate declines in gross 
revenues, showing the effects of operating 
economies, lower cost of raw materials, and 
management efficiency. These utility com 
panies, moerover, have a wide diversification 
of interests, which has helped to stabilize 
their earning power. Declines in industrial 
consumption of electricity and gas, which 
have resulted from reduced factory opera- 
tions, have been partially offset by contin 
ued growth in domestic demand and the 
development of new uses. Other industries 
which have stood up well in the depression 
are amusements, chain stores, and certain 
other retail lines, tobacco, paper specialties, 
and electric refrigeration. These together 
with food products, electricity, and gas 
(both manufactured and natural gas), 
electrical equipment, and certain chemical 
companies should lead in the vanguard of 
earnings’ achievement when general busi 
ness improves. 


Investors Should Classify Industries 


The success of a stock investment depends 
in the long run on the growth of earnings 
of the company, and earnings in turn depend 
both upon management, and upon conditions 
surrounding the industry. The investor will 
do well to classify the various industries 
in accordance with their characteristic earn 
ings achievements under conditions of pros- 
perity and depression. There are three types 
of industries: First are the so-called “feast 
and famine industries”. These show excel 
lent earnings in prosperous times and very 
poor earnings in times of depression. Among 
them are steel, motors and motor accessories, 
copper, radio, office equipment, railroads, 
and others. In this heart-breaking year of 
1930, profits in these lines have sharply 
declined, the decreases ranging from forty 
per cent to seventy-eight per cent. Naturally 
stocks in these industries we must always 
expect to fluctuate widely between the 


extremes of properity and depression. Never- 
the-less, many of them may offer excellent 
opportunities for speculative profit if bought 
at the bottom of a depression and sold on 
the rising tide of prosperity 

\ second classification, and the one most 
situed for long-growth stock investment, 
includes such nearly depression-proof indus- 
tries as the food, power and light, gas, 
telephone, chain stores, and a few others 
In this group also may be included a few of 
the newer industries where a strong upward 
trend in earnings seems probable. Stocks of 
the best companies in this second classifica- 
tion are generally satisfactory for long-term 
holding, irrespective of intermediate market 
fluctuations, provided they are careflluy 
selected. A third classification consists of 
certain old established industries which have 
been going through a period of reorganiza- 
tion for several years and which may soon 
emerge in a stronger condition. The textiles 
are a good example. It may be that the 
textiles are right now on the threshold of 
better prosperity than they have known for 
several years. While it is not certain whether 
the reorganization period is yet completed, 
the textiles will bear watching in the future. 


How to Select Stock Investments 


Shrewd investors are now preparing their 
lists for the business improvement which will 
come as the depression area gradually works 
itself out. A good method in selecting stock 
investments is to look first at the position of 
general business and the stock market as a 
whole. When both business and the market 
are thorcughly deflated good stocks may be 
safely purchased. The investor should look 
next at the particular industries and classify 
them according to their earnings’ results 
under varying conditions of prosperity 
and depression. Look next at the individual 
companies making the best progress in those 
industries. Consider their stock prices in 
relation to earnings, financial strength, and 
prospects. Remember also that sotcks of 
many good companies now showing low 
earnings due entirely to business conditions 
will rebound sharply as general business 
improves, Pay particular attention to man 
agement. Do not load up heavily at one 
time, but spread purchases aver this depres 
sion period as exceptional opporutnities 
arise
